Inter-Club Council Needed 


Now that all the clubs are working together to plan the} 
carnival, it seems that this would be a good timé for the | 


chubs to get together to form an Interclub Council. 

In such a council each club would elect one member, not 
necessarily the president, to be its representative to the coun- 
cil. Then the council could meet and elect officers to con- 
duct its business. 

If this council were started now it could make plans for 
next year so the council could really start functioning at the 
beginning of college. 

The representatives would have the job -of calling the 
clubs together next September when many of this year’s club 
officers will have graduated and the new students won't be 
familiar with the clubs and their activities. 

Besides organizing the clubs the council members could 
draw up’ a tentative calendar of events which would result 
in a better distribution of social events throughout the year. 
It would also make for better co-operation among the clubs 
and less duplication of ideas. i 

This council would be an excellent means of developing 
better student leadership by actual experience, and also by 
having qualified people give short talks on Robert’s Rules of 
Order and other principles of good club organization and 
leadership. Stronger clubs in the school could give sugges- 
tions and help to the weaker clubs. 

Such an organization would be invaluable in organizing 
such annual events as Homecoming Day and the. Carnival 
and could possibly initiate some new activities for all clubs. | 

Clubs might discuss such a program at their next meeting | 
and, if they think that this plan would help. them, repre- j 
sentatives who'll be in college next year could be elected. A 
later meeting of all the represéntatives could make plans for 
next year. 


$250 Football Fine 


NCJCC fine against Hartnell last week was proof that 
good sportsmanship is still alive, and that the majority still 
rules. The fine of $250 was just and was deserved. We had 
violated conference rules by starting practice a week earlier 
than was approved and we deserved to be penalized for it. 

We commend the conference for its fairness in considering 
the case and for its verdict. 

However, we did object to the manner in which the 
charges were made and to the dictatorial attitude of one ex- 
commissioner. It is not fair for one man to decide what ac- 
tion should be taken by a whole group. Also, action should 
be taken against the college, as it was, rather than against 
one member of the coaching staff. Again we would like to 
thank the conference for seeing through this ruse and not 
letting personalities enter into it.
